GONFEREES AWAIT 
WORD FROM CHILE 


Washington, May 29.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—The next move in 
the Chilean-Peruvian conference awaita 
Chile’s reply to a definite proposal 
from Peru to submit to arbitration 
their ancient dispute over the sover- 
eignty of Tacna-Arica. 

The Peruvian plan on which the 
advice of the Santiago foreign office 
has been sought by the Chilean dele- 
gates, is understood to propose that 
the arbitrators shall decide not only 
whether a plebiscite is to be held as 
provided in the treaty of Ancon but 
also shall establish a. basis for de- 
termining finally to whom the prov- 
ince belongs. 


In the event of an arbitral decision 
against the plebiscite the Peruvians 
are understood to propose that the ar- 
bitrator then prescribe definitely what 
solution shall be substituted. In case

ENTERS GUILTY PLEA 
ON MURDER CHARGE 


Mount Holly, N. J., May 29,—Ser- 
geant Grover Landis Duncan, of Wind- 
rock, Tenn., stationed at Camp Dix, to- 
day pleaded guilty to second degree 
murder in connection with the slay- 
ing of Sergeant Michael Gregor, of 
St. Louis, at the camp, last Septem- 
ber.

FOR FAIR EXHIBITS 


During the past month several meet- 


-| ings of the manufacturers’ committee 


of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
have been held to determine und per- 
fect plans for a creditable showing of 
Atlanta district manufacturers at the 
Southeastern fair, Oétober 12-21. At 
the first meeting, called by President, 


W. O. Foote, practically a 98 per cent;

Predict Cloudy 
Weather in City 


Progress Week 


Although Atlanta people shivered 
with cold Monday and spent their 
time rehabilitating decrepit coal piles 
and in delving into labrynths of 
wardrobes and closets seeking extra 
cover, the officials of the weather 
bureau unperturbed by the low tem- 
perature and declared in an off-hand 
way that the cold snap was nothing 
new to them. 

According to figures in the office 
of C. V. von Herrmann, weather fore- 
caster, the lowest temperature Mon- 
day was 56 degrees but this is by 
no means a record. Several times in 
recent years the temperature has 
dropped below this figure on May 29 
and even as late as the middle of 
June lower figures have been regis- 
tered. 

In explaining the figures, Mr. Von 
Herrmann pointed out particularly 
the record made at this time of the 
year in 1889. On May 30 that year 
the temperature was 52 degrees, The 
next day, May 31, it dropped to 41 
degrees and on June 5 dropped still 
lewer to 39 degrees. 

As late of 1917, the last part of May 
has been unusually cold. On May 
29, 1917, the temperature was 55 de- 
grees. In 1907 the ficures were the 
same as this year, being 56 degrees. 
In 1906, 1902, 1904, 1894, 1893 and 
1891 the temperature was below 56 
degrees on May 29. 

The outlook for the week which is 
being celebrated in Atlarta as Prog- 
ress and Prosperity week is consider- 
ble cloudiness, occasional showers 
and moderate temverature. For 
eorgiu the prediction is cloudy 
weather for Tuesday with probable 
showers in the southern part. 

The present cold snap is due to 
distinct disturbances or areas of low 
atmospheric pressure along the cen- 
tral middle: Gulf coast. The weather 
official said it is only cool over north 
Georgia, the Carolinas, eastern Ten- 
nessee and Virginia.

Augusta, Ga., May 20.—(Special.) 
Notice ot local legisiutiou on a prop- 
csition to change the torm of muni- 
cipal government for Augusta will be 
published in the Chronicie tomorrow. 
The charter of the city is to be so 
changed as to make it legal to estab- 
lish the city manager pian. 

The enabling legislation will be 
fathered by the delegation from Rich- 
mond county. It carries a referen- 
dum clause and the proposed change 
will not become effective until so 
ordered by a majority of the voters 
of the city in a special election. No 
change of government is sought until 
the expiration of the term of the in- 
cumbent mayor, Julian Smith, who 
was elected for three years and whe 
was inaugurated on the first Monday 
in January, 1922.

Conan Doyle came to America as a 
prophet, not an evangelist, he said 
today. He then declared that within 
10 years there woud be religious land- 
slides in this country and Australia, 
and that when the dust clouds lift 
spiritualism will be the prevailing re- 
ligion. a 

Sir Arthur jast returned from a 
tour of the country during which he 
lectured on his knowledge and beliefs 
in spiritism: He said he was fa 
tigued and intended going to Atlantic 
City for a “dip” and maybe a lec- 
ture, if he could find an audience. 

During his tour Sir Arthur said he 
had sought merely to interest his au- 


diences and then let them look fur- 
ther into ‘the mysteries themselves. 


Has Sown Crop. 


“Just as I did, they must spend 
years at it. They must squeese the 
uice out of it and fit it to their re- 
* belief as best they can,” he 
said. 

“I have not been looking to make 
facile conversions, I have been sow- 
ing a crop for the future,” he con- 
tinued. “The results will be here in 
10 years. I am certain of it, as cer- 
tain as I am of anything under the 
sun. During the war I was a fairly 
good prophet. I foretold what the 
Germans would do with the subma- 
rine. Now I’m prophesying again. 
Within 10 years there will be a land- 
slide in this country and 1 think. 
Australia, too, of spiritualism. It 
will be the prevailing religion.” 

It was not so easy to say whether 
the landsilde would come to England, 
too, he added, because the public mind 
is different in England. 


Spiritualism Spreads. 


“It is net so open, so receptive 
as here,” he said. “I have received 
no anonymots and threatening letters 
in America as I did in England.” 

‘Spiritualism is filtering into the 
churches, and spreading rapidly over 
the world, Sir Arthur declated. A 
striking example, he said, was the re- 
marks of former President Wilson on 
the unknown. soldier. 

“You may recall he said of the un- 
known soldier that he was not alone 
that hovering about were the souls of 
thousands who hed given their lives 
in war,” said Sir Arthur. “You even 
hear the clergy saying the same sort 
of things. hat is it? Spiritualism; 
but they don’t call it that because they 
don’t like the sound of the name. Well, 
wé may have to change the name.”

“AT HAGUE PARLEY 


May Keep France Out 
If Discussions Are Not 
Between Experts In- 
stead of ‘Diplomats. 


Paris, May 29.—(By the Associated 
Press.) — Premier Poincare, it was 
stated in well informed quarters this 
evening will recommend to the cham- 
ber of deputies that France abstain 
from participation in the conference 
at The Hague on Russian affairs un- 
less it is well established in advance 
that the conference is to discuss eco- 
nomie subjects alone. and that the dis- 
cussion will take place between et- 
perts, as distinguished from diplomts. 

The term experts, as understood in 
this connection, excludes both diplo- 
mats and political leaders. It is 
known, for instance, that M. Poin- 
care does not regard Foreign Minister 
Tchitcherin, of Russia, as an expert. 

Three eventualities are being con- 
sidered by the French government: 
Full participation in case the eco- 
nomie character of the conference is 


assured, provisional particiaption from 
June 15,-until it D from a week 
of conference whether it will keep 
out of politics, with retirement before 
the arrival of the Russians if politics 
creep in, and, in this case, the sedd- 
ing of an eye-witness such as the 
United Staes sent to Genoa. 

It is expected that the chamber 
will give Premier Poincare a free hand,

HOTTENTTS REBEL 
N SOUTH AFRICA 


London, May 29.— 4A febellion has 
broken out among the Hottentots in 
the southwest protectotrate of Africa, 
says a Reuter dispatch from Cape 
Town, The outbreak is attributed by 
the authorities to a tendency on the 
part of many natives to mistake kind- 
ness for weakness, 

The insurbent tribe, called Bondel- 
twarts, number only 2,000 or 3,000, 
but inhabits a country north of the 
Orage river difficult of access, and 
has an unpleasant habit of poisoning 
water holes whén expeditions are 
sent against it. It is antié¢ipated, 
however, that a Sotith African air 
force will have little difficulty i 
dealing with the rebels.

Or Arms Treaties 
Puzzles Congress 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleign Hotel. 

Washington, May 29.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—What influ- 
ence, if any: the recent Genoa con- 
ference and the possibilities involved 
in the coming meeting of experts at 
The Hague will have over the. final 
ratification of the treaties adopted at 
the Washington conference is a mat- 
ter of speculation in congress. 

State department officials and the 
foreign diplomatic contingent say that 
the delay in Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan in ratifying the 
treaties is a matter of no great con- 
cern. They say that the treaties, 
which have already been accepted by 
the United States, will ultimately be 
ratified, and that the causes respon- 
sible for the delay rest on the present 
unsettled state of affairs in Europe. 
Briefly, these causes as listed by the 
state department include the follow- 


ing: 
Causes for Delay. 

1— The, situation preceding and 
during Genoa, necessitating the at- 
tentions of leading European states- 
men, including Lioyd George, who has 
been deeply engaged in the conference 
and probably has not fouund time to 
present the subject of ratification to 
the house of commons. 

2—The fact that the Frenche cham- 
ber of deputies has not been in session 
for any considerable length of time 
since the United States senate rati- 
fied the treaties. 

3—Avowed policy of Japan to wait 
until the other contractin powers 
act before her privy coun‘il requests 
ratification. 

With these explanations, the state 
department and members of the for- 
eign diplomatic contingent have con- 
fidence in the situation. Biit there is 
an undercurrent of sentiment in con- 
gress and at the capital that is not 
satisfied with this explanation of the 
four months’ delay. 

Waited On U. 8. 


to immediately take up the treaties 
after the Washington conference was 
understood to be due to their desire 
to see the United States senate con- 
cur first. With the fruition of this 
desire, inquisitive sentiment has been 
built around the difficulty to under- 
stand why treaties to which no ob- 
jections are apparently found within 
themselves should be delayed for sev- 
eral months, and with no definite dis- 
positi@h In view. 

It is from these observations that 
ratification delay has been linked with 
the Genoa conference and the coming 
meeting at The Hague, where the ab- 
sence of American official represen- 
tation will be ¢onspicuous. The situa- 
tion with reference to Great Britain 
and France throws more light on the 
| subject. 

Although there has deen a pro- 
nounced purpose on the part of Lloyd- 
George to maintain the entente if pos- 
sible, in the face ofethe criticicism of 
French policies as to Russia and Ger- 
many, this inquisitive sentiment at 
the capital believes that there have 
been and may still be moments when 
the Anglo-French alliance will be 
strained to the breaking point. This 
possibility is current talk. 

War Not Likely. 

While only a few students of the 
situation believe that a disruption of 
the alliance would lead to war be- 
tween France and Great Britain, a 
great mahy are of the opinion that 
officials of the two governments may 
deem the possibility of strained rela 
tions sufficient grounds for not hur- 
riedly committing theit countries to 

te the treaties. P 

‘ ponénts of this view hold that 
it is a case of Great Britain waiting 
for France, and France waiting for 
Great Britain to act, with some per- 
manént settlement of Russian and 
German relations as a side light. This 
same situation applies to Italy and 
France, they further contend, explain- 
ing that it is also a game of watching 
in this case. 

In the meantime, this government 
has proceeded far with legislation nec- 
essary to effect the purposes of the 
naval treaty. The president some 
months ago ordered suspension of all 
work on those ships in process of 
construction which are to be scrapped 
under the terms of the treaty. In 
addition to this, the lower house has 
the per- 
sonnel and appropriations of the navy 
in accordance with the ratio 
relating to the navies of the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan. Oth- 
er bills have also been passed by the 
house tending to effectuate provisions 
of the treaty. These bills, while not 
having been considered by the senate 
as yet, are e to retain th 
major principles, at least, when final- 
ly agreed to.

SLAYER OF WHITE 
MAN LYNCHED 
AT BRENTWOOD 


Brunswick, Ga., May 29.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Will Byrd, a negro, who went 
on a rampage yesterday afternoon at 
Brentwood, a small station on the 
Southern Railway in Wayne county, 
was captured by a posse and lynched 
Atter he had shot and killed B. W. 
Moody, a prominent Wayne county 
turpentine operator and slightly 
wounded two others, Carlos Moody 
and Browning Weaver. 

The trouble started, it is said, when 
the wife of Byrd, while riding in an 
automobile truck carrying a number 
of people, insisted on occupying the 
front seat with Moody and Weaver. 
She was refused this permission and 
became angry. On reaching her home 
she told Byrd what had happened. 
He secured a pistol and hastened to 
the Moody home. Moody and Weaver 
were putting up the truck when the 
negro arrived, and he started an ar- 
gument. When B. W. Moody stepped 
out of his house, Byrd promptly 
ovened fire. killing him instantly and 
wounding his son, Carlos Moody, and 
Weaver. 

After emptying his gun at the trio 
the negro fled, and was followed hy 
Carlos Moody, who succeeded in catch- 
ing him. but was unable to overpower 
him. The news spread rapidly, offi- 
cials in Jesup were notified, and in 
a short time a ‘mob of two or three 
hundred had formed. Deputy Sheriff 
J. R.~Tvre arrived from Jesup with 
dogs and the negro was traced into a. 
nearhy swamp, where he was cap- 
tured. He was taken from the deputy 
sheriff, shot to death and later burn- 
ed by the mob. Reports from Brent- 
wood today are that quiet prevails

Portland, Ore, May 20.—Seven 
firemen asleep in the forecastle of the 
F arness-Prince line’s 2,322 ton cargo 


steamer Welsh Prince were killed and 
three injured late last night when, 


according to meager reports here, 
that the vessel rammed by the 
freighter Iowan in the Columbia river, 
off Altoona, Wash. The Welsh Prince 
sank within thirty minutes, and the 
Iowan, a 6,547 ton freighter operated 
by the Americhn-Hawaiian Steam- 
ship company, was sinking. 

The Welsh Prince left Seattle yes- 
terday for the Orient with a full car- 
go of lumber. The Iowan was in- 
bound from New York, her home port. 

A wireless message, apparently 
from the Iowan, although unsigned, 
reported early today: “Lying along- 
side attempting to put out fire on 
Welsh Prince.” The message was 
taken to indieate that the Welsh 
Prince was not submerged completely, 
and that her upper works were afire. 
The message said the sending vessel 
would proceed to Portland when the 
fire was extinguished. ‘ The tug One- 
ne aaa from Astoria to the Iowan's 
relief. 

A report from the Fort Stevens 
wireless operator added that the 
Welsh Prince was resting on the bot- 
tom and that her boilers apparently 
had exploded and part of the craft 
ubove water was on fire.
